Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary.

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect

Council may revoke the Letters Patent of 
the municipality and issue other Letters 
Patent in their place reincorporating the 
municipality as a city, town, district, or 
village, as the case may be, with such 
change in status as recommended by the 
Minister:

And whereas by the Order of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council which ap- 
proved the issue of these Letters Patent 
it was ordered that the Letters Patent of 
The Corporation of the Village of Prince- 
ton be revoked: 


Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the mu- 
nicipality of The Corporation of the Vil- 
lage of Princeton, as hereinafter described, 
shall, on, from, and after October 1, 1978, 
be reincorporated as and be a town mu- 
nicipality under the name of the “Town 
of Princeton” (hereinafter called the “mu- 
nicipality”) under and subject to the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Act, and any 
other Statutes applicable specially to The 
Corporation of the Village of Princeton, 
and under and subject to the provisions 
of all other Statutes applicable to a town 
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municipality, and under and subject to said Lot 3, being a point on the easterly 


the provisions hereinafter contained or 
referred to: 

1. The municipality shall be called and 
known by the name and style of the 
“Town of Princeton”. 

2. The municipality shall comprise all 
that tract of land, foreshore, and land 
covered by water hereinafter described:

Aldermen respectively of the Council of 
the municipality. 

4. The list of electors as certified by the 
Court of Revision for The Corporation 
of the Village of Princeton for the pur- 
pose of the annual municipal election 
held in the year 1977 shall for all pur- 
poses be the list of electors of the munici- 
pality, until a new list of electors is cor- 
rected, revised, and certified. 


5. The real property assessment roll 
prepared for The Corporation of the Vil- 
lage of Princeton for the 1978 taxation 
year shall be the real property assessment 
roll for the said year for the municipality. 


6. All the assets, both real and _per- 
sonal, and all rights, powers, and _privi- 
leges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, covenant, or otherwise whatsoever, 
and all taxes, debts, actions, causes of 
action, and all claims and demands what- 
soever, either at law or in equity, apper- 
taining to The Corporation of the Village 
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of Princeton shall from the effective date 
of these Letters Patent vest in and belong 
to the municipality. 

7. Nothing in these Letters Patent shall 
impair or affect the rights of any creditor 
of The Corporation of the Village of 
Princeton as incorporated under the 
former Letters Patent, and the municipal- 
ity as incorporated under these Letters 
Patent shall be liable for and subject to 
and shall pay, discharge, carry out, and 
perform all the debts, liabilities, obliga- 
tions, contracts, and duties of The Corpo- 
ration of the Village of Princeton which 
are existing at the effective date hereof. 

8. Subject always to paragraphs 6 and 
7 of these Letters Patent, all the by-laws, 
regulations, rights, resolutions, and li- 
cences of whatsoever kind or description 
passed, made, enacted, granted, or is- 
sued by the Council of The Corporation 
of the Village of Princeton in so far as 
they are within the powers of a town 
municipality, shall remain in full force 
and effect in and for the municipality 
until such time as they or any of them 
may be repealed or amended by the Coun- 
cil of the municipality. 


In testimony whereof, We have caused 
these Our Letters to be made Patent 
and the Great Seal of Our said Prov- 
ince to be hereunto affixed.

DECISION OF THE MOTOR 
CARRIER COMMISSION 











In the Matter of the Telecommunications 
Utilities Act, S.B.C. 1973, Chap. 90, 
and in the Matter of the Energy Act, 
S.B.C. 1973, Chap. 29, and in the 
Matter of an Application by Okana- 
gan Telephone Company for Com- 
mission Approval of the Agreement 
to Effect Okanagan Telephone Com- 
pany’s Merger With Its Parent Com- 
pany, British Columbia Telephone 
Company, Before Judge R. Ross 
Sutherland, Chairman, and Gerard 
M. Morris, Commissioner, Dated 
October 6, 1978 


THIS matter has been brought before 
this Commission by Okanagan Telephone 
Company seeking approval of its proposed 
merger with its parent company, British 
Columbia Telephone Company. Specifi- 
cally the application is for approval of the 
merger by way of sale of assets, approval 
of the redemption of existing Okanagan 
Telephone Company Preferred Shares, 
and approval of the issue (if required) of 
$1.75 dividend Subordinated Redeemable 
Preferred Shares of Okanagan Telephone 
Company of British Columbia Telephone 
Company. 

The application was brought under sec- 
tion 43 of the Energy Act and this Com- 
mission has considered that section as 
well as sections 25 and 42, in all of which 
it feels its jurisdicition to be founded. 
These sections read as follows: 


Section 43—Unless an order of the 
Commission is first obtained and pub- 
lished in the Gazette, no energy utility 
shall consolidate, amalgamate, or merge 
with any other energy utility. 

Section 25—No energy utility that has 
been granted either a certificate of public 
convenience and necessity of a franchise, 
and has commenced any operations per- 
mitted by that certificate of franchise, shall 
cease those operations or any part of them 
without first obtaining the permission of 
the Commission. 


Section 42—Except in the case of the 
sale, lease, or other disposition by an 
energy utility of any of its property in the 
ordinary course of its business, no energy 
utility shall, unless the approval of the 
commission is first obtained, sell, assign, 
transfer, lease, mortgage, or otherwise 
dispose of or encumber its property, fran- 
chises, licences, permits, concessions, privi- 
leges, or rights, or any part thereof, or by 
any means, direct or indirect, merge, 
amalgamate, or consolidate its property, 
franchises, licences, permits, concessions, 
privileges, or rights, or any part thereof, 
with those of any other energy utility. 

The remaining section of note is section 
= of the Energy Act, which reads as fol- 
Ows: 


Section 45—(1) The Commission has 
general supervision of all energy utilities, 


and may make such regulations and orders 
respecting equipment, appliances, safety 
devices, extension of works or systems, 
filing of schedules of rates, reporting, and 
other matters as it considers necessary or 
advisable for the safety, convenience, or 
service of the public, or for the proper 
carrying out of this Act or of any con- 
tract, charter, or franchise involving the 
use of public property or rights. 

(2) Subject to this Act, the Commis- 
sion may make regulations requiring an 
energy utility to conduct its operations in 
such a manner that it does not unneces- 
sarily interfere with, or cause unnecessary 
damage or inconvenience to, the public. 

This case causes more concern than 
would be the case if it were an application 
to merge two entities, both of which were 
under the jurisdiction of this Commission. 
In effect, however, it is an application to 
take Okanagan Telephone Company out 
of the jurisdicition of this Commission. 

Briefly, Okanagan Telephone Company 
is and has been the supplier of telephone 
services in the area of the Okanagan Val- 
ley in British Columbia. On October 15, 
1966, British Columbia Telephone offered 
to purchase the outstanding common 
shares of Okanagan Telephone Company. 
This offer was conditional on the approval 
of the respective regulatory authorities, 
namely, the Public Utilities Commission 
of British Columbia and the Board of 
Transport Commissioners for Canada. 
Subsequently, the approval of both regu- 
latory authorities was received, and as a 
result, shortly thereafter British Columbia 
Telephone Company acquired approxi- 
mately 95 per cent of the common shares 
of Okanagan Telephone Company. In 
terms of operations, it has been run since 
virtually as a district of the parent com- 
pany. Financially, it has retained its 
separate identity and has followed the 
practice of securing the very substantial 
funds required to finance its construction 
budget by borrowing money directly from 
the parent company. These direct borrow- 
ings represent the major portion of the 
Company’s debt, for example, the finan- 
cial statement for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1977, indicates that income deben- 
tures issued to and loans payable to the 
parent company were in excess of $52 
million dollars and represented over 64 
per cent of the short-term obligations and 
long-term debt recorded in that statement. 


_ British Columbia Telephone Company 
is the principal supplier of telephone ser- 
vices throughout the remainder of the 
Province of British Columbia and is in- 
corporated under an Act of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada and is declared therein 
to be a work for the general advantage of 
Canada. While one may regard this as an 
historical anomaly, the result has nonethe- 
less been and continues to be that British 
Columbia Telephone Company is regu- 
lated by the Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications Commission, a 
Federal body. The result therefore of a 
successful application for merger would 
be to take the Okanagan area and to place 
it under Federal jurisdicition. 


Some time was spent during the course 
of the hearing in discussing the merits of 
local regulation in general, and the specific 
benefits of regulation upon the affairs of 
Okanagan Telephone Company. This 
Commission feels strongly that the inter- 
ests of the subscribers and investors in any 
telephone utility are best served by regu- 
lation within the Province. The perspec- 
tives and interests of those within a par- 
ticular area are generally more readily 
perceived by those who are themselves 
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situate within that area. Telephone and 
similar services form a significant portion 
of the daily affairs of most persons and in 
the absence of compelling reasons for 
central regulation, local regulation is 
preferable. 

In this connection it should be noted 
that while there were no interveners other 
than J. Peters, who will be referred to 
later, who opposed the merger, there was 
received from the Premier of the Province 
a letter in which it was stated that the 
Province of British Columbia is seeking to 
obtain jurisdicition over all telephone ser- 
vices in the Province and expressing con- 
cern over the possibility of the Province 
losing jurisdicition over the portion of 
telephone communications which it now 
has so long as Okanagan Telephone Com- 
pany remains a utility under Provincial 
regulation. This Commission agrees with 
the sentiments expressed in that letter but 
its major concern must be the public inter- 
est as set out in section 45 of the Energy 
Act. In this case the Commission feels 
that the public with which it is primarily 
concerned are settled by statute as the 
subscribers to the Okanagan telephone 
system. 

Turning now to the evidence which was 
called at the hearing, there was very little 
if any direct benefit shown to accrue to 
the subscribers of the Okanagan telephone 
system. The primary reason for the mer- 
ger is the availability of capital cost 
allowance from Okanagan ‘Telephone 
Company which can be used by British 
Columbia Telephone Company, and Oka- 
nagan Telephone Company can benefit 
from this only in a relatively minor pro- 
portion. On the other hand, the subscrib- 
ers will be losing the benefits of having a 
more readily available Provincial regu- 
lator and having full hearings on rate 
cases in the Okanagan, as has been the 
case in the past. There have been substan- 
tial advances in regulation in the way of 
provision of service statistics and scrutiny 
over the purchasing practices and opera- 
tions of the Company by this Commis- 
sion, and the benefit of these may be lost, 
although certain steps in these directions 
are being taken between the parent com- 
pany and its regulator, 

In the provision of evidence and mate- 
rial for this Commission and its staff, it is 
felt that the applicant has been less than 
well prepared, and at times reluctant to 
co-operate. Much of the major portion 
of forecast material as to rates and the 
future financial affairs of the Company 
was not given in an up-to-date form until 
part-way through the hearing. It must 
be recognized that the onus in the first 
instance is upon the applicant to provide 
material to the Commission in support of 
its application. In dealing with compa- 
nies of the size involved here and dealing 
with issues of the seriousness involved 
here, one would have thought that accu- 
rate and up-to-date forecasts of each 
company, with and without merger, and 
forecasts of rates would have been pro- 
vided automatically. Although after pro- 
vision of such basic material, the Com- 
mission, through its staff, might as was the 
case want other forecasts taking various 
assumptions into consideration, the provi- 
sion of basic forecasts should have been 
virtually automatic, Additionally, the 
rationale for and the accuracy of certain 
of the forecast figures were called into 
serious question. 

In the ordinary course of events, the 
factors outlined above might well result 
in a rejection of the application with or 


In this case, however, there is one over- 
riding concern that outweighs all others 
with this Commission. That problem is 
the difficulties which the applicant com- 
pany might have in the future with finan- 
cing and the onerous rates which could 
well be visited upon the subscribers of the 
Okanagan telephone system in the event 
that this merger does not go through. At 
any time, virtually at the whim of British 
Columbia Telephone Company or its 
regulator, the financing practices of the 
subsidiary could be changed, or the sub- 
sidiary could come before this Commis- 
sion with a request for rates based upon 
a fair return on capital investment. The 
results of any such change in financing or 
rate policy could have extremely serious 
effects on the subscribers and even on the 
economy of the area served. Unfortun- 
ately, this Commission has no assurance 
from the parent company or its regulator 
that such a change in policy would not be 
made. Any such change in policy would 
piobably be within the parent company’s 
rights, and efforts to divert the process 
might well not be maintained by the 
courts. 


This Commission, therefore, feels in 
view of this consideration that the sppli- 
cation MUST BE GRANTED. 


In reaching its decision the Commission 
gave careful consideration to the views 
and representations of the intervener, but 
determined that his concerns could not 
override the fundamental question of the 
interests of the subscribers. 


The Commission hereby orders that the 
application for approval of the agreement 
effecting the Okanagan Telephone Com- 
pany’s merger with its parent company, 
the British Columbia Telephone Com- 
pany, be and is hereby granted.
